TO ATTRACT MORE P E O P L E . 
\ 
The opening days of the city schools are apt to 
reveal in the presence of many more children who 
desire to enter school titan at any time in the past, 
which will prove there Is an increased population. 
An increase in the population of the city is sure 
for the years that fifí^ come. Firt« ainHhe peo- 
pie of the city have decreed that this city shall not 
qN|j(|inue to be a quiet country town. Such a state 
of existence is passing. For better or for worse 
the tide is setting strongly for a large center of 
population here. This city is a busy and bustling 
place already, but it is destined to be more busy 
and more hurried than ever before. It is a small 
city now, compared to the cities of the country at 
large, but the evidences are that year by year 
there will be large increases in population. How 
rapidly the city grows will depend upon the activi 
ties, the vision and the wisdom of those most in 
timately identified with the business activities, 
the social activities and with all the activities that 
go to make up a great citizenship. 
There will come many people to this city be­ 
cause of its central location ,its splendid climate, 
its good health record and in order to be associat­ 
ed with its good people. JBut by far the large ma­ 
jority of the new comers will join the community 
life for the purpose of making a livelihood. 
The first consideration of those who would build 
up a great population here should be to make it as 
easy as possible to make a living here. It should 
be borne in mind that increased property values 
should come after the population has materially 
increased. There should be no thought or dispo­ 
sition of property owners to “boost** prices on 
their holdings to those who might be induced to 
settle here. 
There may be some who have already made so 
much money out of the growth of this community 
that it is a matter of indifference to them as to 
whether or not the city continues to grow at a 
rapid rate, but the vkst majority of the people 
are deeply concerned for a large increase in the 
population. 
If there are any who would like some definite

plan for bringing more people here, how would it 
do to start a movement fop more house room? 
How would it do to ask as many as will agree to 
build one or more houses, to be rented at reason­ 
able and attractive price to prospective new home 
makers?
